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Body found in 
house after 
firefighters 
tackle blaze 


A BODY was found inside a house 
in Clare following an “accidental” 
fire. 

Suffolk Fire and Rescue Service 
and the county’s police force were 
called to the home in Nethergate 
Street on Tuesday morning. 

The occupant of the house was 
named locally as Bridget Burgess 
but the body has yet to be formal¬ 
ly identified. 

Speaking from the scene, Dave 
Collins, station commander, said 
the main blaze was extinguished 
after about an hour. 

Crews remained on the scene 
tackling hot spots inside the 
property, which is a two storey 
detached house, throughout the 
day. 

An investigation was launched 
immediately into the cause of the 
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fire, and yesterday it was revealed 
there were no suspicious circum¬ 
stances. Police and fire officers 
said the cause was accidental. 

Colin Tribe, 76, has lived in 
Clare for five years. 

Speaking of the tragedy, he said: 
“We have got one fire appliance in 
the village and they are very good, 
but you don’t think you will get a 
fatality nowadays with all of the 
resources. 

“The mood here is very som¬ 
bre.” 

Mr Tribe, who lives near to the 
town’s market square, said he 
heard sirens “wailing” at around 
8am on Tuesday morning and im¬ 
mediately thought a “major inci¬ 
dent” was under way. 



He walked down to Nethergate 
Street at around 9am. 

“Living in Clare you are a bit out 
on a limb between Suffolk and Es¬ 
sex,” he said. 

“The resources they have makes 
you feel more confident for when 
there is a major incident.” 

Around half a dozen fire appli¬ 
ances attended the scene along 
with fire crews and police officers. 

The pensioner added: “Nobody 
can believe it.” 

One resident told the Weekly 
News that an elderly woman lived 
alone in the house, as her hus¬ 
band had passed away. 

Another added: “It’s very sad.”

Giant crane to the rescue at town centre site 


MOTORISTS were left bemused 
this week at the site of a giant 
crane in Haverhill town centre. 

The piece of machinery came 
to the rescue of a smaller 
counterpart at the site of new 
homes in the town’s Withersfield 
Road on Monday. 

Towering above the street’s 
houses and telephone wires, the 
crane was brought in to remove 
a smaller crane which had been 
used on the site over previous 
weeks. 

Richard Murray, who owns 
local business Photos 2 Prints 
opposite, spotted the activity on 
his way to work. 

He said: “How could 
somebody put the crane in there 
and not realise they would need 
another one to get it out.” 

It is thought that the crane 
took more than two hours to put 
up, and a further two hours to 
take down, Richard said, with 
traffic backing up in both 
directions. 

Cars tailed back as far as the 
town’s Tesco superstore, he 
added. 

SEH French is the construction 
company on the site, with the 
homes being built for Havebury 
Housing Partnership. 

Simon Girling, director of SEH 
French, said it was “standard 
practice” to bring in a second 
crane. 

He said: “There is a brook 
through the middle of the site 
and we had to erect a crane to

start with on the other side of 
the brook away from the road to 
build the buildings. 

“We always knew this would 
be the only way to get it out. 

“It is standard practice.” 

A temporary bridge was in 
place on the site and it was 
hoped the crane could be 
brought across it, Mr Girling 
added. “We were being 
optimistic,” he said. 


Decision to be made 
on Gurteen buildings 


THE fate of a group of listed build¬ 
ings will be sealed at a planning 
meeting next month. 

But, after months of developing a 
proposal, opinion is still split on what 
should happen to the Gurteen build¬ 
ings, in the heart of Haverhill town 
centre. 

Some of the Grade II listed buildings 
are proposed for demolition, but 
those with the most “significance” 
would be retained for Haverhill’s 
future generations, and form part of a 
new development for the town. 

As previously reported, Code 
Development Planners have drawn 
up a document to accompany the 
planning application. 

Mike Carpenter, director, said: “We 
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all have the same interest to try and 
preserve the most important listed 
buildings on the site and find a long 
term and sustainable use for them.” 

Haverhill Town Council has sup¬ 
ported the plan with Colin Poole, 
town clerk, saying it is a “pragmatic” 
solution. 

He added: “It means not only are the 
key buildings kept, but the public will 
get much better access to them. 

“It is not realistic to expect every 
building on that site to be maintained 
regardless of cost - what will happen 
is the expense will become unsus¬ 
tainable.” 

The Victorian Society and Save 


Britain’s Heritage are among groups 
which have objected to the proposals 
for the site. 

Some residents have also submitted 
their own complaints about the plans. 

In correspondence with the bor¬ 
ough council in January, English 
Heritage described Code’s document 
as a “generally helpful assessment 
and analysis” of the site - but added 
that a feasibility study for one build¬ 
ing would be preferred. 

Without this study, English Heritage 
concluded that the public benefit of 
redevelopment did not outweigh the 
“substantial harm” that would be 
caused. 

The meeting will be held on March 
5.

Mum joins the fight to save 
school so vital to Imogen, 2

A CONCERNED mother is 
appealing for the public’s help 
in saving her daughter’s 
school. 

Svenja Steward, who lives in 
Sturmer, is mum to 2-and-a- 
half year old Imogen, who suf¬ 
fers from West syndrome and 
cerebral palsy. 

Since her daughter was 1, 
Svenja has taken her to the 
Sproughton School for 
Parents, near Ipswich - but 
now, due to lack of funding, 
the school has had to close. 

The 28-year-old said: “I just 
couldn’t believe it. I had a 
phone call to say that the 
school was closing, and that 
all the staff had been made 
redundant. 

“I thought, ‘How on earth 
could this happen? How was 
no one aware of the situa¬ 
tion?”’ 

The school for children with 
learning difficulties and prob¬ 
lems with movement, which is 
an hour’s drive each way from 
the family’s home, belonged 
to the Dame Vera Lynn Trust, 
with sessions running on 
Tuesdays, Wednesdays and 
Thursdays. 

Svenja was told of the 
school’s closure on February 4 
- little more than a week 
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before it closed on February 
12 . 

Now she, and the 13 other 
parents of children who 
attended the school, have 
begun the fight to launch their 
own charity and rescue the 
service. 

Before attending Sprough¬ 
ton, little Imogen could not 
even roll over - but now, she 
rolls, commando-crawls, and 
can support herself on a stool. 

Though she does not talk, 
she can understand basic 
Makaton signs to communi¬ 
cate with mum Svenja. 

“I don’t know about other 
parents, but I always feel that I 
am not doing enough - I 
always feel I could do more,” 
Svenja said. 

“But when I had that one day 
at the school I felt that I was 
doing something, and doing 
everything I could be doing.” 

There is “nothing compara¬ 
ble” to Sproughton anywhere 
nearby, Svenja said, and some¬ 
thing needs to be done to sup¬ 
port the parents left lost with¬ 
out their much-needed school. 

Steven Lane, chief executive 
of the Dame Vera Lynn Trust, 


said the decision to close the 
school was made in lanuary. 

“The trustees and myself are 
all so disappointed,” he said. 

“It’s not what we want to do. 
The charity was started 15 
years ago to provide support 
and education to families with 
children under 5 who have 
cerebral palsy and other dis¬ 
orders. 

“We wanted to be successful 
in Ipswich but in these finan¬ 
cial times we are a victim.” 

The trust took over the 
Sproughton School in 2010, 
and in previous years the 
charity had not covered its 
costs in running the school, 
Mr Lane added. 

Svenja and the other parents 
are trying to raise the £80,000 
it takes to run the school for a 
year - but the school will need 
to become a trust, and gain 
charity status. 

More than £11,000 has been 
raised so far online. 

A public meeting was held 
on Saturday to discuss how 
the families could move for¬ 
ward.

Anger over 
park-and- 
ride glitch 


A PARK and ride customer has 
been left stunned after calling for 
his details to be removed from a 
payment system. 

James Horner, who lives in 
Haverhill, travels to the Babraham 
Road Park and Ride site in 
Cambridge every weekday - but 
after being charged twice for a 
day’s parking, he requested that 
his account with operator VivoPark 
was removed. 

The 62-year-old, who works at 
Addenbrooke’s, was told this could 
not happen due to “technical dif¬ 
ficulties”. 

Mr Horner, of Beaumont Court, 
said: “How can you collect per¬ 
sonal information if you can’t 
delete it when requested?” 

Mr Horner’s duplicate payment 
has since been rectified by 
VivoPark, - but he has been told by 
the company his details cannot be 
removed from their system due to 
“technical difficulties”. 

It is thought that this is a tempo¬ 
rary issue, with VivoPark assuring 
Mr Horner that his request will be 
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“actioned” once it has the appro¬ 
priate “facility” for this. 

Parking at Cambridge’s park-and 
-ride sites costs £1 for 18 hours, and 
electronic payments can be made 
through licence plate recognition 
on a “pay as you go” basis. You can 
also pay cash. 

Despite attempts by the Weekly 
News, no one from VivoPark was 
available to comment. 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire 
County Council said the authority 
would work with Mr Horner to rec¬ 
tify the problem. He added: “We 
will take this up on our park-and 
-ride user’s behalf, and we will find 
a solution for this.” 

The city’s other park-and-ride 
sites are at Newmarket Road, 
Madingley Road, Milton and 
Trumpington. Parking charges 
were introduced in July last year, 
after the county council insisted it 
was needed to help with “running 
costs”.

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Glimmer of hope in fight 
to save children’s centre

THE decision to close a chil¬ 
dren’s centre in Haverhill has 
been deferred again. 

Suffolk County Council’s 
scrutiny committee reviewed 
the decision, originally made 
by the council’s cabinet last 
month. 

Five members voted in 
favour of the original deci¬ 
sion, which would see a num¬ 
ber of centres across the coun¬ 
ty close and merge with others 
to deliver services differently. 

Among them would be 
Haverhill’s On Track centre. 

Its services would merge 
with Cartwheels, in 
Greenfields Way, with some 
provided in different loca¬ 
tions, such as the Chalkstone 
Community Centre. 

But five councillors on the 
committee voted against the 
original decision, with the 
committee chairman’s cast¬ 
ing vote referring the plans 
back to cabinet. 

The committee met last 
week. 

Anne Gower, who resigned 
as a county councillor earlier 
this month due to a change in

personal circumstances, 
fought strongly against the 
centres closing. 

She said: “I am obviously 
delighted if there’s a glimmer 
of hope to keep all of the chil¬ 
dren’s centres open. That is a 
brilliant thing, and I am 
thrilled.” 

At the cabinet meeting in 
January, Mrs Gower implored 
her colleagues to think of the 
vulnerable families who 
would be affected by the clo¬ 
sure of all the centres, not just 
in Haverhill.

The decision was called in by 
the Suffolk County Council 
Labour group shortly after¬ 
wards, following concerns 
about how the decision was 
made and the information 
that was provided to council¬ 
lors. 

Mrs Gower added: “I am not 
surprised at all because I do 
think that the consultation 
wasn’t listened to, and the 
decision was flawed.” 

Jamie Pursey visits the cen¬ 
tre, in Strasbourg Square, 
with her son Riley every week. 



As previously reported, she 
has called on councillors to 
save On Track - which is a 
“safe haven” for parents and 
children alike. 

“I think they need to come to 
a decision,” Jamie said. 

“It’s not helpful for the par¬ 
ents who don’t know if it’s 
going to close - they can’t 
move on and make plans for 
their children to go elsewhere 


if that’s what needs to hap¬ 
pen.” 

If the original decision to 
close and merge centres 
stayed in force, any changes 
would not be implemented 
until April. 

The next cabinet meeting is 
on February 24, and the deci¬ 
sion will be made then.

A PROJECT aimed at revitalising 
the heart of a Haverhill estate is 
officially under way. 

Work began this week on the 
town’s Strasbourg Square, which 
has long angered residents, busi¬ 
nesses and councillors alike with 
its rundown state. 

The ball started rolling when sur¬ 
geons stepped in to remove trees 
which have caused damage to the 
square. 

Next month, the proper refur¬ 
bishment work will start. 

Cllr Tony Brown, the ward mem¬ 
ber for Haverhill East, has wel¬ 
comed the much-anticipated start 
of the work. 

“The residents have been sad¬ 
dened to see the gradual deteriora¬ 
tion of what is the centre of the 
community over the last few 
years,” he said. 

“Hopefully with this refurbish¬ 
ment it will inspire more people to 
use the shops and facilities of the 
site - we now just need to carry on 
fighting getting the Vixen pub site 
regenerated, then we can truly cel¬ 
ebrate.” 


The project was the brainchild of 
Cllr Gordon Cox, who died in 
October last year. 

He had campaigned for the 
square to be revitalised for the 
good of the town. 

The work, which will take an esti¬ 
mated eight weeks to complete, 
will include resurfacing, landscap¬ 
ing, new street furniture and 
improved links to the square’s play 
area. 

Furniture will include bike 
stands and benches. 

In December, members of the 
Haverhill Area Working Party 
(HAWP) gave their support to the 
proposals. 

Cllr Brown added: “Gordon 
would have been over the moon; it 
was another one of the local pro¬ 
jects he helped fight for.” 

A spokesman for the borough 
council confirmed it is working 
with the Vixen’s owners, R 
Gwinnell and Sons, to bring the 
site back into use. 


PUPILS joined one of their teachers for a 
lunchtime chat about their schools. 

Youngsters from Burton End Primary, 
Place Farm Primary and Castle Manor 
Academies joined executive principal 
Madeleine Vigar for a bite to eat - and to 
discuss their opportunities as part of the 
Castle Partnership Academy Trust. 

They were also accompanied by Madeline 
Vosper, headteacher at Burton End. 


Alicia Williams, a Year 9 pupil at Castle 
Manor, said: “It was an excellent 
opportunity to speak with Ms Vigar and 
understand a little about her role in our 
education.” 

Other pupils in attendance praised the 
connection between the schools, and had 
discussions how the academies could be 
improved through working together. 

The executive principal, who heads the 


academy trust, has decided to hold regular 
lunches from now on. 

Ms Vigar added: “It was a privilege to 
have lunch with such a vibrant and 
engaging group of people. 

“They share a real passion for their 
learning and for the future.”

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When Les Gibson and 
Jean Baty were school 
friends, they never 
dreamed that they’d 
fall in love - more 
than 50 years later. 
They tell EMMA 
HIGGINBOTHAM 
theinstory. 


I F you didn’t know any better, you’d swear 
they’d been together for years. Tucked up 
together on the sofa, Les Gibson and Jean 
Baty finish each other’s sentences, laugh easily 
and just seem to exude happiness. It’s heart¬ 
warming stuff. 

But although it’s true that they’ve known each 
other since childhood - Les, who’s 73, and Jean, 
72, first met back in the early 1950s - they’ve 
only become a couple within the last five years, 
after decades apart. And it’s only thanks to a 
series of coincidences, both happy and sad, that 
they’ve finally been brought together. 

Growing up in Tynemouth on the 
Northumbrian coast, Les and Jean went to their 
local grammar, Tynemouth High School, aged 
11. Both keen on the sciences, they were put in 
the same class after the first year, “and we were 
in the same class right until the end of sixth 
form,” says Jean. “At that time we were just pals. 


We just got on well from when we first met each 
other, along with the whole group we were in. It 
was a very happy, mixed group.” 

What did they like about each other? They 
exchange glances and laugh. “Tricky one, that!” 
says Jean. “We always had a similar sense of 
humour, and we were both very sporty, so we 
had a lot to chat about.” But at the time there 
was no hint of a romance? “No,” she says. “In 
fact my closest friend from primary school, 
Eileen, was part of the same group, and Les and 
Eileen were pretty firm at a young age.” 

“We did go to the pictures,” says Les. Aha! 
“Yes, we’d had a date when we were about 17,” 
agrees Jean, and shyly admits that they shared 
a kiss: “Of course we did, yes! But I think we 
decided we were better off being friends at that 
stage. We just didn’t follow it up.” 

After school, they headed off to university: 

Les to Newcastle, Jean to Keele. It was here 


that she started going out with Dave, another 
classmate - and, by coincidence, Les’s best 
friend from school. They eventually married 
and went on to have three children, now 50, 48 
and 44. 

Jean and her family moved to Dundee, where 
Dave lectured at the University Medical School. 
Jean soon joined the same department and they 
both worked there for many years. “Dave and 
I often wondered how Les was doing, but we 
didn’t get in touch,” she says. “It’s not like today, 
with Facebook and everything...” 

Meanwhile Les became an A-level maths 
and physics teacher, “and I enjoyed it, I really 
did,” he says, “but I only did it for three years 
because the pay was awful!” 

After spotting an advertisement for education 
officers in the RAF (“the pay was twice as 
much”) he applied, and quickly switched from 
education to air crew, becoming 


a navigator for the next 30 years. While based 
at RAF Laarbruch in Germany, Les met Pam, 
the daughter of an air traffic controller. 

They married when he was 29 and had two 
daughters, Angela, now 42, and Sasha, 39. Les 
and Pam settled in Grafham, where he still lives, 
unaware that Jean’s brother lived just a few 
miles down the road in St Neots, “and we used 
to come down from Scotland to visit him, not 
knowing that Les was in the area,” says Jean. 

In fact Les and Jean didn’t see each other 
again until 2002, when Jean’s friend organised 
a reunion at their old school. “We were both 
flirting madly with each other, is the truth,” she 
laughs. “Jean was -1 wasn’t!” protests Les. 

“Your mum had died,” continues Jean, “and 
you’d been emptying her house, and you came 
in with this 1930s fox fur with a fox’s head on 
it, remember?” (“I wasn’t wearing it!” adds Les, 
quickly).

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“I tried it on, just being daft, and we just had 
a lot of laughs. Here,” says Jean, showing me a 
photograph in a brochure from the day. “It was 
the whole gang of us again, and we all got on 
so well. 

“Les invited Dave down to play golf, because 
Dave and I were keen golfers, but it was a long 
way to come down from Dundee for a game of 
golf! We didn’t ever get round to it.” 

For both couples, life went on. Jean and Dave 
retired, “and Dave’s parents became ill, so we 
moved back down to the north-east to care 
for them. Dave’s father died, his mum went 
into a home, and we decided to move into the 
bungalow where he’d been brought up, in what 
had been their house. 

“And unfortunately 15 months after we 
moved down, Dave was diagnosed with 
inoperable bowel cancer.” 18 months later, in 
2007, he passed away. “It was horrendous,” says 
Jean quietly. 

“I ended up looking after my mum-in-law, 
who had dementia, and I had to stay there 
without Dave. I had school friends I’d picked 
up with, and I made a life for myself, but it 
wasn’t what we’d expected when we moved 
back home.” 

By sad coincidence, just a year later Les went 
through something distressingly similar. “I was 
playing golf one day at Brampton, and Pam 
had gone to the hospital - she’d been having 
problems with gallstones, and she went for 
an examination of some sort - and they rang 
the golf club and said ‘Can you come to the 
hospital?”’ 

Les hurried to Hinchingbrooke, “and the 
nurse took me to one side and said ‘We’ve done 
an X-ray of your wife and she’s got a growth 
inside her, and it looks like a tumour’.” 

It was. Pam had advanced kidney cancer, and 
had to have a painful operation at Papworth: 
“They had to stop her heart, open her chest up 
to take the kidney out. She was very, very ill. 

“Eventually she recovered enough to come 
home,” continues Les. “I used to teach at the 
prison, at Littlehey, so I had to stop working 
to look after her. And she went downhill fairly 
quickly; she was diagnosed in April 2008 
and died in the December. It was very sad, 
obviously. My children still haven’t got over it. 

“Shortly after she died, a good friend said 
‘Les, you must look in Pam’s briefcase, there’s 
a letter for you’. And sure enough, there was 
a package in there: letters for me, Sasha and 
Angela. In that letter she said ‘I don’t want you 
to be lonely, Les. Find somebody’. She’d written 
them shortly after she was diagnosed, so she 
obviously realised that she was going to die. 
They were very moving letters.” 

Two years later, Les was sitting at home one 
night, “bored to tears and lonely as hell. I was 
looking through this thing,” he says, picking up 
the brochure again. 

“It had a list of attendees from the reunion, 
and I went through it to see who I knew. Most 
of them didn’t have any contact information, 
but there was one girl, Janet, whose phone 
number was in here. So I rang her, just to talk. 

“We spoke for a while, and she said ‘Did 


you know that Dave had died?’ And I said ‘No, 

I didn’t’. And she gave me Jean’s telephone 
number, which wasn’t in there. So I rang Jean 
the next day, and she wasn’t in. I left a message 
on the answerphone.” 

It wasn’t until “several days later” that Jean 
rang back. They talked, they got on well, and 
they ended up speaking many times on the 
telephone. Before long, sparks began to fly 
down the line. 

“After a while she said ‘You must come up’,” 
says Les. “She was living in the house that Dave 
lived in when I was going to school with them, 
and I used to go to that house on a Saturday 
night to play cards in his bedroom! Eventually, 
after lots of um-ing and ah-ing I said OK, I’ll 
come up - and she welcomed me with open 
arms.” 

“We fell into each others arms, really, didn’t 
we?” says Jean. “It was just lovely to see him 
again. 

“You can’t describe the loneliness after 
you’ve lost someone from a happy marriage,” 
she adds. “Les had been married 40 years and 
I’d been married over 40 years. You just get on, 
but you can’t describe it. 

“I wasn’t looking for anybody, and Les just 
wanted company, and just to meet somebody 
and find you had a lot in common and laughed 
at similar things - it was just lovely.” 

Did it feel like fate? “Yes, very much so,” says 
Jean. “We’re very lucky because we both had 
the same likes and dislikes,” adds Les. “And 
both had the same golf handicap!” says Jean. 

Jean has since bought a flat near her 
daughters in Scotland, “and now we spend 
about half our time between the two places, 
but we still have our separate homes. We don’t 
actually live together officially, but we’re very 
officially a couple.” 

And might wedding bells ring soon? “We’ve 
obviously discussed getting married, but 
neither of us are religious, so we don’t feel the 
need to,” says Jean. “I keep saying to Jean ‘Will 
you marry me?’, and she keeps saying ‘No’. But 
I’m only joking when I say it,” twinkles Les. 

So in spite of the sadness of both losing 
their spouses to cancer, for Les and Jean, the 
ending is a happy one. They were planning on 
spending Valentine’s Day having lunch in a 
Cambridge bistro, followed by a trip to the Arts 
Theatre. On ‘ordinary’ days, you’ll probably 
find them either playing golf or birdwatching, 
another hobby they both, by coincidence, 
absolutely love. 

“There are so many coincidences and, as I 
said before, I feel as though fate brought us 
together,” says Jean. 

“I think when you meet someone and you’re 
both enjoying life, it makes old age a lot easier,” 
she adds. “You try new things that you wouldn’t 
have done, and you’re just adaptable to see 
what happens. 

“We can lie in bed until 11, or get up at the 
crack of dawn and go somewhere... ” “We’re 
more likely to lie in bed,” chips in Les. 

Jean laughs. “We’re just so happy, aren’t 
we Les? We have a lovely time. Every day is a 
holiday.”

SPECIALIST support can 
now be provided to young 
sex assault victims with the 
opening of a new service in 
Suffolk. 

The facility, based in the 
county’s Sexual Assault 
Referral Centre (SARC), 
known as The Ferns, opened 
this week. 

A tailored service for young¬ 
er victims and their families 
will now be available at the 
site, and there is specialist 
equipment to make the pro¬ 
cess following a crime as 
“straightforward” as possi¬ 
ble. 

The project has been paid 
for by Suffolk Police and NHS 
England - with funding for 
facilities at the centre also 
provided through a Ministry 
of Justice grant. 

Tim Passmore, the county’s 
police and crime commis¬ 
sioner, secured this portion 
of the money.

He said: “If someone comes 
to the SARC as a victim, they 
have already been subjected 
to a vile crime and it is our 
duty to make sure that they 
are treated as sensitively and 
sympathetically as possible. 

“I believe that this referral 
centre provides that invalua¬ 
ble care.” 

The Friends of the Ferns 
charity raised money to fur¬ 
nish a family room, which is 
child-friendly with toys and 
bean bags, and also submit¬ 
ted a bid for the grant, sup¬ 
ported by Mr Passmore. 

A pain and anxiety distrac¬ 
tion system has been pur¬ 
chased with £12,000 of the 
money. 

The equipment allows chil¬ 
dren to watch a range 
of enhanced adventure 
films while they are being 


examined. 

A video link has also been 
bought, costing £18,000, to 
enable victims to give court 
case evidence while in the 
centre. 

The improved facilities 
mean that children and 
young people will have to be 
taken to only a single location 
following a crime. 

Mr Passmore added: “My 
ultimate aim is for us to see a 
reduction in serious sexual 
offences in the county, and I 
will work with the constabu¬ 
lary to ensure all is being 
done to keep these 
indefensible crimes to a min¬ 
imum.” 

Services for children and 
young people have always 
been provided at the site - but 
these additions have created 
a more “age appropriate” set¬ 
ting. 

The centre is based in 
Ipswich. It opened in 2011. 


Community service to ease the pain 


A PAIN management service is set to 
provide care and support for patients. 

Funded by the NHS West Suffolk Clinical 
Commissioning Group (CCG), the 
community-based service will launch in 
April for those suffering from chronic 
pain. 

Patients suffering from the persistent 
pain can be referred to the service by their 
GP, hospital or physiotherapist. 

Dr Rakesh Raja, a GP in Sudbury, who is 


leading the service’s introduction, said: 
“This is very much an integrated service, 
meaning our health and care partners 
along with voluntary organisations will be 
working with patients, depending on the 
type of help and support they need.” 

Patients will be able to self-manage their 
own condition through deciding which 
services they would benefit from, the 
doctor added, and additional help and 
guidance will be available.

Pierce the rind side of pork with a 
sharp fork or knife until the skin is 
covered with fine holes. 

Insert a meat hook into the meat to 
secure it. 

Bring a pot of water to a boil, and 
using a large ladle, pour the hot 
water over the rind side of the pork 
several times. Set the pork belly 
aside. 

Heat a wok until it is hot, then add 
the salt, peppercorns, five spice 
powder, pepper and sugar and 
stir-fry the mixture for three minutes 
until it is hot and well mixed. Allow 
the mixture to cool slightly. 

When it is warm enough to handle, 


rub this mixture onto the flesh side 
of the pork. 

Hang the meat to dry for eight 
hours or overnight in a cool place 
or in front of a fan. 

Pre-heat the oven to gas mark 
6/400F/200C. Place the pork on 
a rack, rind side up over a tray of 
water. Roast for 15 minutes. 

Then reduce the heat to gas mark 
4/350F/180C and continue to roast 
for two hours. Then turn up to gas 
mark 8/450F/230C for 15 minutes. 
Remove and allow the pork to 
cool. Then carve it into bite-size 
pieces, arrange on a platter, 
and serve.

YOU can't help but want to be mates 
with Josie Long. 

On stage the comedian fizzes with 
enthusiasm, her whispery voice sparky 
and bright, whether she's spouting 
off on politics or, more recently, her 
personal life. 

On the phone she's just as open, 
witty and down to earth, and apolo¬ 
gises for forgetting I was calling with 
an audible grin. "I just have to turn the 
telly off, sorry to be an idiot, it's just 
the past few days I've done loads of 
interviews and then I was like cool I've 
finished at 2.30pm woo!" 

The London born 32-year-old has 
been performing comedy since she 
was 15 - taking a brief hiatus to study 
English at Oxford University, as you do 
- but until recently has been known for 
the political bent of her shows. 

Cara Josephine, coming to Cam¬ 
bridge Junction, is something of a 
departure, taking Josie's baby niece as 
inspiration for the title and much of the 
content - there's a wonderfully heart¬ 
warming but faintly gruesome skit on 
how Long loves her niece so much she 
wants to just squish her and eat her. 

However, it all starts, she explains, 
with getting her heart broken in the 
summer of 2013. "It's about looking at 
relationships and how I am in relation¬ 
ships and trying to move on from it, 
but it's just also very silly and a show 
about love and my family and lots of

personal things." 

She admits it was a challenge turn¬ 
ing moments of her private life into 
joke worthy material, particularly in 
comparison to directing her audience's 
laugh at politics. "When I write political 
stuff, even though it was a personal 
political journey, I felt quite strong 
and categorical about things so I could 
really easily be like: 'This decision by 
these politicians was wrong, they're idi¬ 
ots!'" she explains. "Whereas this show 
is so much more nuanced like, what am 
I trying to say and why?" 

"It makes me feel really vulnerable in 
a way that I've never really felt before 
on stage," Long muses. "You worry 
about what's a level of appropriate 
sharing and I just don't really know. 
Even when you're not doing really 
personal stuff, people think they know 
you from having seen you on stage, so 
when you have genuinely shared - the 
show is quite open and honest, I really 
do talk about things that have hap¬ 
pened - it's funny because you think oh 
gosh, people really do know what's go¬ 
ing on with me and I don't know them. 

"But at the same time the rewards 
of it are amazing because it means that

if people have been through a similar 
thing they really get it, you know? I 
really like performing it because it feels 
quite genuine and nice." 

She says with a laugh: "I prom¬ 
ise you, it's still a really silly comedy 
show." 

Talking of oversharing, is there any¬ 
thing she wouldn't talk about on stage? 

"I don't know. I like to think I'd be 
able to say anything." 

Despite her more exposing anecdotes 
(some of which will make you curl up 
in sympathy), Long doesn't struggle 
too much with nervousness. "Now I 
honestly think I've been performing 
so long my adrenal gland is f***** and 
doesn't produce adrenaline properly, so 
I'm a lot more chilled out now. I do get 
nervous but it manifests itself in weird 
ways like sometimes I'm yawning loads 
before a gig or my energy's gone or I 
get really stressed out and grumpy and 
then I'm on stage and I'm like, 'oh, I 
was nervous!"' 

It's impossible to imagine her being 
remotely grumpy though. Permanently 
animated, words spilling merrily from 
her mouth, Long is forever being 
described as an ‘eternal optimist' and 
is more than happy to admit that's an 
accurate assessment. 

"I think it is," she says without the 
resigned sigh I'd expected. "I think 
even when I go through periods of feel¬ 
ing down, you just sort of are what you 



are, and I just can't help but be sunny 
side." 

Josie's been nominated for the Edin¬ 
burgh Comedy Award three times (just 
give it to the girl already), worked with 
Robin Ince, Charlie Brooker, Andrew 
Collins and Jon Richardson, and ap¬ 
peared on all the panel shows (don't 
make me list them). It's no wonder 
she's frequently dubbed 'London's Lena 
Dunham'. 

"I actually feel quite awkward about 
it," she says, squirming slightly at the 
label. "I wish I was anywhere near as 
phenomenal or intelligent as that wom¬ 
an. I think she's absolutely wonderful, 

I just feel awkward because I'm loads 


older than her and done nothing like 
what she's done, but at the same time 
it's quite flattering, but she's definitely 
losing out in the comparison stakes." 

I ask Josie one final question, one 
she finds trickiest to answer. Without 
comedy, what would she do? 

"God knows, maybe I'd be a hermit 
and live in the middle of nowhere? I 
honestly don't what I'd do without 
comedy in my life, I feel like I physically 
rely on it. Apart from that, maybe . . . 
nah, there's nothing!"

Indie-rockers release record ahead of gig 


LITTLE Comets are no strangers to Cambridge 
Junction, but apparently mainstream radio 
stations haven’t decided they’re playlist 
ready yet, despite having gigged relentlessly 
since 2009. 

The indie-rockers are originally from 
Jarrow and Washington, Tyne and Wear 
and, in preparation for this latest jaunt 
round the country, have just released their 
third record, Hope Is Just A State of Mind. 
You should just about have enough time to 
memorise all the words ahead of their Cam¬ 
bridge visit. 

Already being regarded as a move towards 
more personal and emotionally honest song 
writing than on their previous offerings - In 
Search of Elusive Little Comets and Life is 
Elsewhere - the trio (Robert and Michael 
Coles, and Matthew Hall) tackle everything 


from domestic violence and police failure to 
parenthood. 

Also, the group comprise a Cambridge 
graduate, a particle physicist, and a sailor, so 
they know exactly how to chuck in a whole 
lot of quirk into their lyrics. 

If you haven’t had a listen to their previous 
stuff (we direct you to Spotify immediately), 
they’re adept at jaunty, jangling indie with 
a tinny, edgy bent and have hints of Bombay 
Bicycle Club and The Maccabees to them. 
Milder and more winsome than the likes of 
The Kooks and Mystery Jets, they’re hard 
to adore unerringly, but they have a certain 
charm. Catch them live and find out for your¬ 
self, you’ll definitely struggle to not dance.

Potatoes' 



pesky 

POTATO will now have their windowsills awash 
with trays, on which seed potatoes are being 
'chitted', encouraging the sprouts to appear 
before planting begins in earnest. 

While many of us have visions of digging up 
delicious spuds and cook¬ 
ing them immediately the 
soil's been wiped off them, 
sometimes in reality we have 
to tackle a fair few pests and 
diseases which can leave our 
potatoes mottled, mouldy or 
full of holes. 

Potato blight is one of the 
most deadly diseases which 
can destroy your plants over¬ 
night. It's caused by a Phy- 
tophthora fungus, P. infestans, 
which turns the stems brown 
and the leaves yellow, causing 
the plant to collapse. It is always fatal although 
you may save later crops by removing top growth 
as soon as the blight is spotted. 

Blight generally starts from June onwards 
especially in warm, wet spells. The first signs 
are brown patches on the leaves. If you have 
neighbouring tomatoes, they're also likely to be 
infected. There is no treatment once the disease 


pests 

has taken hold. 

To minimise the risk, follow a three or four- 
year crop rotation, never growing potatoes on 
the same piece of land more than once every 
four years, and earth up the plants regularly and 
deeply to protect the tubers. 

Use copper-based fungicides 
during warm, damp spells 
as a preventative measure. 
Alternatively, grow early 
potatoes which can usually be 
lifted before blight strikes, or 
grow resistant cultivars such as 
'Sarpo'. 

Three of the most common 
threats to potatoes are pests - 
potato cyst eelworm, slugs and 
wireworm. Eelworms are min¬ 
ute worm-like creatures which 
attack the roots, causing plants 
to wilt and present reddish-brown cysts on the 
roots. The lower leaves wither away while upper 
leaves are pale green and wilt during the day. 
You'll need to destroy all traces of the affected 
crop and avoid growing potatoes in that spot for 
around eight years. 

Slugs and snails can be a major problem on 
heavy, wet soil. Attacks begin in August. Early 


lifting of maincrops may help reduce damage and 
slug pellets may help a little, although some slugs 
live permanently underground. Collect slugs and 
snails after rain or in the evening on damp nights 
and dispose of them. 

Wireworm is also a serious pest, especially in 
wet summers as tubers can become riddled with 
narrow tunnels made by the 3cm (1 in) orange 
shiny larvae. There is no treatment or preven¬ 
tion, as no insecticide for use below ground is 
available. 

Other problems which may affect your crops 
include scab, a fungal disease in which scabs - 
flat areas of rough skin pitted with shallow splits 
- appear. It is worse in light and limy soils but is 
only skin deep so won't affect your potatoes if 
you peel them. 

The best way to deter it is to incorporate 
plenty of organic matter when planting potatoes 
but don't lime your soil. Make sure you water 
potatoes during dry weather and try resistant 


types such as 'Nadine' and 'Wilja'. 

While there's no treatment for some pests and 
diseases, there are things you can do to stop 
other problems. If aphids invade your plants, 
spray them with insecticidal soap. If there's a risk 
of a severe frost, cover the shoots of earlies with 
newspaper to prevent damage to plants. 

If your leaves start to go brown between the 
veins, it's likely they are suffering from a magne¬ 
sium deficiency, so apply a trace element spray. 
Alternatively, as a preventative measure, feed the 
plants with fertiliser which contains magnesium 
as well as nitrogen, phosphates and potash dur¬ 
ing the growing season. 

To boost your chances of success, always buy 
certified seed potatoes, work in plenty of organic 
matter on dry soil to retain moisture and help 
prevent scab and try the wide range of 'resistant' 
varieties on the market. Then hopefully when 
you harvest your crops you'll find the spuds you 
like.

nology. Nissan’s unique paint, if 
made commercially available, 
would last for 25 years. 

With running costs of just two 
pence or less per mile to run, the 
UK’s 7,500-plus Nissan Leaf own¬ 
ers have reported significant sav¬ 


ings and are using the money they 
save on a wide variety of items; 
among the more popular of these 
are solar panels for the home, 
which decreases the household 
carbon footprint and means own¬ 
ers are also effectively charging 
their vehicle for free. 

Research revealed recently by 
Nissan showed that 89 per cent of 


Leaf owners charge their cars at 
home overnight. Although solar 
panels do not store energy or pro¬ 
vide it outside of daylight, any 
leftover power generated during 
the day is fed back into the nation¬ 
al grid and homeowners can get a 
Government payment for it, 
meaning that the overnight 
charge is already paid for.

THE Government has launched the 
first official trials of driverless cars 
which could, eventually, save motorists 
six working weeks a year in driving 
time. 

A Government review has revealed 
there is no legal barrier to the testing of 
automated vehicles on public roads. 

With the project being given the green 
light, Transport Minister Claire Perry 
and Business Secretary Vince Cable are 
today at Greenwich in south London to 
see some of the vehicles which will be 
used in the trials. 

But it could be some years before driv¬ 
erless cars are a feature on the roads. 
First, the Government will publish a 
code of practice this spring for those 
wishing to test driverless vehicles on 
UK roads. 

Then it will be summer 2017 before 
domestic regulations are reviewed and 
amended to accommodate the new 
technology. 

And it will not be until the end of 2018 
that international regulations are likely 
to be amended. 

The domestic changes could see alter¬ 
ations to the MOT test and also a pos¬ 
sible revision of the Highway Code. 

The Government has also said there 
needs to be greater certainty around 
criminal and civil liability in the event 
of a driverless vehicle being in a colli¬ 
sion. 

In addition, the Government will con¬ 
sider whether a higher standard of 
“driving” should be demanded of auto¬ 
mated vehicles than would be expected 
of a conventional driver. 

Ms Perry admitted the project was 
“still in the early days” but said the new 
technology had the potential to be “a 
real game-changer”. 

The average driver in England spends 
235 hours driving every year - the 
equivalent of six working weeks. The 
new technology will mean drivers will 
be able to choose whether they want to 
be in control or hand the task of driving 
over to the vehicle itself. 

This would let motorists get on with 


other things while the car did the driv¬ 
ing. 

Greenwich is one of three driverless 
car project centres funded by £19m of 
Government money. The other projects 
are at Bristol and in the Midlands where 
teams at Coventry and Milton Keynes 
are jointly involved in trials. 

Greenwich today will see the first trial 
of an autonomous shuttle and the 
unveiling of the prototype of a driver¬ 
less pod that will be tested in public 
areas in Milton Keynes. 

The two ministers will also see a BAE 
Wildcat vehicle developed by aero¬ 
space company BAE Systems, which 
will be trialled in Bristol. 

For the purposes of the trials driver¬ 
less cars will still have a fully-qualified 
driver ready to take over active control 
if necessary. 

Ms Perry said: “Driverless cars are the 
future. I want Britain to be at the fore¬ 
front of this exciting new development, 
to embrace a technology that could 
transform our roads and open up a 
brand new route for global investment. 

“These are still early days but today is 
an important step. The trials present a 
fantastic opportunity for this country 
to take a lead internationally in the 
development of this new technology.” 

Mr Cable said: “The UK is at the cut¬ 
ting edge of automotive technology - 
from the all-electric cars built in 
Sunderland, to the Formula One exper¬ 
tise in the Midlands. 

“It’s important for jobs, growth and 
society that we keep at the forefront of 
innovation, that’s why I launched a 
competition to research and develop 
driverless cars. The projects we are now 
funding will help to ensure we are 
world-leaders in this field and able to 
benefit from what is expected to be a 
£900 billion industry by 2025.” 

He added: “The Government’s indus¬ 
trial strategy is backing the automotive 
sector as it goes from strength to 
strength. We are giving business the 
confidence to invest over the long term 
and developing cutting-edge technolo¬ 


gy that will create high-skilled jobs.” 

RAC Foundation director Professor 
Stephen Glaister said: “These trials are 
not just about harnessing technology to 
make our travelling lives easier and 
safer, they also involve getting the reg¬ 
ulation right. 

“Alongside the high-tech innovation 
you need policy decisions on long¬ 
term, low-tech matters such as who 
takes responsibility if things go wrong. 
As and when these vehicles become 
common place there is likely to be a 
shift from personal to product liability 
and that is a whole new ball game for 
insurers and manufacturers.” 

AA president Edmund King said: 
“’Driverless’ car technology offers 
major benefits for making driving safer, 
easier and more efficient. However, the 
concept of handing control to a 
machine is so alien to many drivers 
that they will take a lot of convincing 
before they trust and accept it. 
Ironically, the term ‘driverless’ may be 
the biggest psychological obstacle. 

“Many aspects of ‘driverless’ vehicles 
will help drivers. The technology may 
assist people to park, avoid collisions, 
speed up their reactions, and make 
their drive smoother and easier. 

“The driving ability of older drivers 
and disabled drivers may be vastly 
improved and make them safer. 
Perhaps even, in the long run, it will 
become the norm to hand over control 
to the car in certain conditions.” 

“However, there is still the fundamen¬ 
tal question: if there is an accident 
when the car is in driverless or assisted 
mode, who is liable? Until that key con¬ 
cern is clarified, probably by statute, 
many drivers will remain wary of ‘driv¬ 
erless’ driving. Today’s government 
review moves the process of determin¬ 
ing liability further forward but has yet 
to provide a full answer. 

“So far, AA members remain sceptical 
- in luly, 65% of them said they did not 
expect there to be fully automated cars 
on the road by 2040 at the earliest, if 
ever.”
